AWARD WORTH S46,000 

One of the highest honors ever 
to be Riven a graduate of the Uni- 
\ ersity was. the awarding of the 1932 
Nobel prise for medicine to Dr. 
Thomas Hunt Morgan, internation- 
ally known zook)glst of Pssadsna, 
California. The award was BMde In 
recoRnitlon of his lllstMlil Im eon- 
cerninu the e u gs nl c (aaotkMIS of 
chromosomes.
